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JOSEPHINE ADAMS RATHBONE 
A. L. A. President, 1931-32 





In 1932 the subject of the President’s 
address at the New Orleans Conference of 
the A. L. A. was creative librarianship. This 
phrase aptly expresses Miss Rathbone’s 
contribution to American library history. 
After receiving her B.L.S. degree from the 

New York State Library School in 1893, she 
' joined the staff of the Pratt Institute Library. 
In 1895 she was appointed instructor and in 
1911 Vice-director of the Library School. 
During four decades she has had a vivid 
share in creative librarianship, through her 
work in the A. L. A. and her writing as well 
as through her teaching. 


The library course at Pratt has never 
become standardized. Long before educa- 
tors talked of the psychology of individual 
differences or scientific investigation of read- 
ing interests or activity programs, the school 
was known for the individuality of its grad- 
uates and their efficiency in varied positions 
of responsibility. Because the selection of 
the students and their instruction in class 
and practical laboratory work is individual- 
ized, the faculty and graduates hold a dis- 
tinct place in the library world. 


Miss Rathbone’s many interests in social 
and economic problems, modern art, music, 
the theater, travel and mountain climbing 
have enriched her teaching and her other 
work. Her book reviews and papers on 
various aspects of librarianship are found in 
many extra-professional journals as well as in 
library periodicals. Whether she writes an 
article for a cyclopedia of education or a 
chapter for a book on the choice of a pro- 
fession, her work shows a sane breadth of 
vision. Her Viewpoints in travel is a crea- 
tive essay in bibliography. Instead of ar- 
ranging the books by the conventional 
country numbers, she groups them accord- 
ing to their essential characteristics. As the 
editor of the Viewpoint series, she encouraged 
the compilers of each volume to originality 
of theme and arrangement. 

A long series of committees, boards, de- 
partments, and elective offices has had the 
stimulus of her creative thought and chal- 
lenging criticism. Open-minded to new 
currents of thought, cherishing the wisdom 
of experience, she is valued as a counsellor in 
a multitude of problems.

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MAGAZINE NOTES 


Architectural Forum has a new binding for its num- 
bers, the so-called spiral binding. Each sheet of 
two pages is separate and the number is held together 
by a spiral wire running from top to bottom, through 
some 120 little holes punched in the margin of the 
sheet. Thus bound the magazine opens perfectly 
flat — probably a boon to architects, but one more 
nuisance to librarians, for it will be practically impos- 
sible to bind up in volumes any more. e have 
asked the publishers for a library edition printed on 
signatures, but no hope is held out for that. Yet the 

ublishers are pondering possible library cancellations, 
or they write us after six weeks that every effort will 
be made by the editors to provide a 34-inch margin 
on the binding side of the pages. This will perhaps 
allow the binder to oversew the leaves of the volume, 
but it will be quite expensive. A special binder is 
being prepared by the publishers to provide ‘‘econom- 
ical and convenient binding of the complete spirally 
bound copies.’’ See the December issue for full 
particulars. Suggestions will be welcome from all 
librarians, in order to make this new sort of magazine 
adaptable for library use. 

Character, vol. 1, no. 1, October-November, 1934 
(bi-monthly). Here is a new periodical issued by the 
Religious Education Association. An attempt to 
make available the large body of information on 
character building to those who can make use of it 
in everyday life. So it will be called a “‘ magazine for 
the home, the school, the church, and other com- 
munity agencies.” It is unfortunate that it could 
not have been called Character Building, because it, as 
Character, is sure to be confused with another new- 
comer of last year, Character and Personality. 

Children’s Activities for Home and School is a new 
and interesting big magazine, to be published monthly, 
by the Child Training Association. .00 a year. 
December, 1934, is the initial number, 1234 x 1034 
inches, but we look in vain for any designation of 
volume or number. It is fully illustrated, has stories, 
play-projects, posters, drawings, games, puzzles, 
songs, things to make, things todo. Its motto is: — 
“directed play moulds character.” Conducted by 
educators and child specialists, the magazine will be 
practical and along modern methods of child educa- 
tion. Not only in kindergarten and elementary 
grades, but in every home where there are young 
children this magazine should find a place. 

Creative Design is a new quarterly, issued by the 
Arts and Decoration Company. It will try to meet 
that new desire of our people for new forms, new and 
modern designs in keeping with the times. There is 
a feeling that the day of the pursuit of the antique 
is waning, that the ultra modern decoration and 
design will appeal to those with money to buy. 
Hence this new magazine to put before us the latest 
in the field. It has the new spiral binding, too. 
Yet it seems the past will still be drawn upon; — 
notice in the Fall, 1934, issue (vol. 1, no. 1) a sale of 
the new “Spinet Grand Piano,” 59 by 34 inches 
modelled after those early creations. But in the 
Winter, 1934-35 issue is a Steinway Grand designed 
like a bridge with steel rods for legs. 

Echoes is a poetry magazine, and vol. 1, no. 1, 
Summer, 1934, will complete that volume. ‘Vol. 2 
will commence with the issue of Winter, 1935.” 

Garden, Landscape and Architecture is a newcomer 
in the out-of-doors field. Vol. 1, no. 1, December, 
1934, monthly, profusely illustrated with garden 
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fae. flowers, statuary, etc. (See below for the 
nglish side of this same field in Landscape and 
Garden, also new.) 

Hobbies grew up so rapidly that there was no time 
to wait for its new dress, so with February, 1934, it 
increased its size to 9 x 12 inches, although March 
would have been the beginning of vol. 39. Still it’s a 
magazine for collectors, and we can “‘collect”’ it as 
one more freak in its volume make-up. Incidentally, 
Hobbies is a mighty interesting publication. 

Landscape and Garden, quarterly, vol. 1, no. 1, 
Spring, 1934, is to be devoted to garden design and 
landscape architecture, and is published in London 
under the auspices of the Institute of Landscape 
Architects. It will illustrate the loveliest gardens and 
the newest creations of the most famous landscape 
architects. 

Little Theatres of the South Magazine. A most inter- 
esting little magazine, with much news of the Little 
Theatre movement in southern United States. Vol. 2, 
no. 7, is October, 1934, and, says its editor and pub- 
lisher, May W. Conger, marks its first birthday. 
$2.00 is the subscription price and we believe all 
libraries which give any attention to the Theatre 
will wish to add this to their list. The Carolina Play- 
ree is another, though more local periodical in this 

eld. 

North Carolina Poetry Review was published as a 
monthly, vol. 1 having 12 numbers, ending with 
June, 1934, size 12 x 9 inches. Vol. 2, no. 1, July- 
August, 1934, was the first bi-monthly issue size 9 x 6, 
and it has in it the shortest poem on record.

Poet Lore. It is good to see our old friend again, 
though in a,new color cover. Vol. 42, no. 2, Autumn, 
1934, is before us, a good number with a new pub- 
lisher. Vol. 42, no. 1, was Spring of 1933, and of 
course, all those subscriptions paid for 1933 will 
receive four issues, full value. 

Popular Poetry, vol. 1, is complete in two issues, 
Summer and Fall, 1933. Nothing published in 1934; 
“‘vol. 2 will commence with Winter number of 1935.” 

Racquet, the tennis magazine, edited by Bill 
Tilden, 2d, is a new sport monthly magazine, devoted 
to tennis, badminton, and squash. $2.00 a year. 
December, 1934, is vol. 1, no. 6. 

Review of Reviews, London, has had a fit, or rather 
a misfit, for the size was changed after August, 1934, 
from 944x7\% to 10%x8, and this, American 
fashion, right in the middle of vol. 85. — It was old 
enough to know better. Also instead of making two 
volumes each year as always before, vol. 85 runs for 
the complete twelve months. 

Subscription Books Bulletin has issued a special 
Dictionary number, which gives full and valuable 
reviews of 9 large, 15 medium-sized, and 21 small 
dictionaries. Mary Eastwood and Winifred Ver Nooy

Subscription Extensions and Changes 


This feature of several of our last issues has been 
found so useful and popular among our readers that 
we give below more recent adjustments in that per- 

lexing game, ‘“‘ Keep your subscriptions even’’ played 
y librarians of both great and small libraries. 

American Press with January, 1934, reduced its 

price from $2.00 to $1.00 a year and new subscriptions 
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paid for 1934 at old rates got two years instead of one; 
but renewals even if paid at old price had no extension 
granted. 

Christian Endeavor World stopped with May, 1934, 
and Christian Herald filled out all subscriptions paid 
beyond that date giving a choice of two plans: (a) 
Christian Herald for as many months as Christian 
Endeavor World had to run, or (b) On subscriptions 
paid to December 31, 1934, Christian Herald; June to 
September, and the new Christian Endeavor World 
Quarterly, June and October, 1934. 

Country Gentleman, beginning January, 1935, goes 
on a plan of three years for $1.50, or five years for 
$2.00, no more $1.00 yearly subscriptions being taken. 
All subscriptions already paid at $1.00 for 1935 will 
be given 1936 in addition (two years), and subscrip- 
tions paid at the old three-year rate of $2.00 will be 
given two extra years, covering 1935 to 1939 inclusive. 

Dance Observer issued double-dated numbers, J une— 
July, August-September, and October-November, 
1934, and extended subscriptions three months. 

Educational Survey, the semi-annual (March and 
September) publication of League of Nations, will 
only issue one number in 1934 (vol. 5, no. 1), and will 
extend all 1934 subscriptions half a year. 

Electrical World reduced its price from $5.00 to 
$4.00 with September, 1934, and became bi-weekly. 
Subscriptions paid through December, 1934, were 
extended two months and will include March 2d, 
1935. 

Harper’s Bazaar reduced its price from $5.00 to 
$4.00 in mid-November, 1934, and all yearly sub- 
scriptions paid after mid-November at old rate are 
extended to cover fifteen months, two-year subscrip- 
tions to cover twenty-seven months. 

Independent Journal will resume in January, 1935 
(vol. 3, no. 1), after being suspended during 1934. 

Junior Home reduced its price in February, 1934, 
from $2.50 to $1.00 a year, and subscriptions paid to 
December, 1934, were extended to March, 1937 
(twenty-seven months). 

Municipal Sanitation on November 1, 1934, reduced 
from $2.00 to $1.00 and extended subscriptions one 
issue for each number due. December, 1934, expira- 
tions will go through February, 1935. 

National Republic issued July and August as a 
double-dated number and extended subscriptions one 
month. 

Platoon School, vol. 8, no. 1, February, 1934, last 
issue until September. On account of the omission 
of the Spring, 1934, number subscriptions were 
extended one number. 

Soda Fountain skipped October, November, De- 
cember, 1934, and extended subscriptions one number. 

Taylor Society Bulletin, bi-monthly, ended with 
April, 1934, and was replaced with Bulletin of the 
Taylor Society and Society of Industrial Engineers, bi- 
monthly, vol. 1, no. 1, November, 1934. Subscriptions 


- to Taylor Society Bulletin paid through December, 


1934, extended to include vol. 1, no. 4, May, 1935, or 
half a year. Vol. 1 will have seven numbers to even 
up the year 1935, thereafter six issues make one 
volume each calendar year. 

Windsor Quarterly skipped summer, 1934, and 
extended subscriptions one issue (one-quarter year). 

Welding omits September, October, November, 
1934, and advances subscriptions three months.

Introduction 


During the past decade more important criticism and real scholarly contributions to the study of Walt 
Whitman have appeared in print than during any equal period of time since 1855; yet no full bibliography 
has been published since Holloway and Saunders compiled theirs for The Cambridge History of American 
Literature (Vol. 2, pp. 551-581, for Book III, Chap. I), which was printed in 1918. The Wells and Goldbergy| 
bibliography is useful, but it contains only fifty books about Whitman and no items from periodicals. In’: 
his interesting biography of Whitman, Jean Catel appends an excellently selected list of contributions to 
Whitman scholarship between 1918 and 1929, but it is brief, and — worse — is so full of inaccuracies (especially 
of dates) that it must be used with extreme caution. Even the CHAL bibliography, excellent as it is in most 
respects, is not exhaustive; but it is reliable, and for the present the needs of most Whitman students can be 
adequately filled by a supplement to the work of Holloway and Saunders. _ 

I have compiled this bibliography (which is part of a more exhaustive one, from 1855 to the present) 
during the process of writing a dissertation and a book; and have, therefore, been collecting for several years 
from every source available to me. Some of my items are not included in the regular bibliographical guides 
and indexes, but my main sources are the following:

INTRODUCTION

Life has become wider, more complex, more varied, more difficult since the World War. Horizons have 
extended. Writers are dealing with new aspects of experience and must cast it in a new idiom. While all 
periods are transitional, the last twenty years strike the contemporary as distinctly so. The scenery has 
changed. New literary instruments have been forged to suggest the ruggedness and restlessness of post-war 
existence. The old symmetrical moulds with their sense of something complete, precise, and clear could no 
longer convey the impression of the “‘changed point of view” of the world dilemma, of the old structures 
“broken down.” :

This literature of the new era has been grouped under the headings (1) New literary forms for a new age, 
comprising the general references, (2) The new biography, with its psychographic method, (3) The new drama, 
with its far reaching innovations, (4) The new novel, stressing the stream of consciousness, (5) The new poetry, 
centering on the free verse movement, (6) The columnist, a humble yet interesting manifestation of the 
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modern spirit.

THE NEW BIOGRAPHY 


“Only the blurred and tangled things I fear.’’ 
Fannie Stearns Davis. 


The new biography is another outbreak of the multi- 
form life of today, a product of the new sciences. While 
it has deep and true historical backgrounds and psycho- 
logical foundations, it has taken over some of the tech- 
niques of the novel. It is not merely a debunking 
platform — what some clever writer has called the 
biography of disenchantment — it is building a scaffold- 
ing, as well as tearing down the immortals. It has an 
art and craftmanship of its own. This immensely 
popular and truly important field of literature, the new 
psychographic literature, acknowledges Lytton Strachey 
its leader. His method has been defined as a combination 
of St. Beuve, Gibbon, and himself. Mr. Strachey and 
his followers have striven to free themselves from an old 
form and properly formulate a aew and more trenchant 
method of exposition. ‘“‘Biography records events; 
psychography records the motives underlying events — it 
portrays character.” 

A most successful follower of the new method is 
Gamaliel Bradford. He says of it ‘Out of the perpetual 
flux of actions and circumstances that constitute a man’s 
whole life, it seeks to extract what is essential, what is 
permanent and so vitally characteristic. The painter 
can depict a face and figure only as he sees them at one 
particular moment, though, in proportion to the depth 
and power of his art, he can suggest, more or less subtly, 
the vast complex of influences that have gone to building 
up that face and figure. The psychographer endeavors 
to grasp as many particular moments as he can and give 
to his reader not one but the enduring sum total of them 
all.’’ The method is justified by its results, for by this 
new art of biography living breathing men and women 
are portrayed, molded by all the influences to which 
they are subjected.

THE NEW DRAMA

The new drama is also a synthesis of contemporary 
life, embodying the spirit and outlook of the epoch. 
It is a clear reflection of the tendencies of modern life 
and its realities. Social justice and stratification are 
among the motifs and themes of the new play. The new 
and novel methods of revealing reality and the new 
structure taken in part from the novel have led to 
developments unique in the annals of dramatic history. 
The new drama has its own pattern, drawn according to 
the new sciences, physical and social. The relation 
between dramatic theory and stage production has also 
become very marked and very close; some of the refer- 
ences will reveal how close. Eugene O'Neill is the 
towering figure of the modern American drama and has 
done valuable service to the drama with his dramatic 
innovations and technique.
